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It seems to us that Sierra 
Madre merchants have an in¬ 
tangible "something" to offer 
the public which is fast disap¬ 
pearing from the American 
scene. It's good old fashioned 
friendliness and service. Per¬ 
haps many of the local busi¬ 
ness men have become so ac¬ 
customed to dispensing this 
"something" that they do not 
realize the power of the instru¬ 
ments which they have used 
with complete sincerity these 
many years. We believe that 
the continued genuine courtesy 
and kindliness found here are 
as important to the welfare of 
Sierra Madre merchants as the 
special promotional events 
which we as newspaper pub¬ 
lishers like to see undertaken 
when they are founded on a 
sound basis. 

One example of the kind of 
courtesy we have in mind is 
found in a recent experience 
with genial Larry Garland of 
Garland's Store. When we were 
undecided about a little pur¬ 
chase. Larry said, "Well, take 
it out and see if it fits. If it 
doesn't, bring it back in the 
morning." When we demurred, 
he said, “Oh, that's nothing. 
One day a woman who has 
been coming in for years was 
undecided about some fabric 
she wanted for her house. I 
told her to take the whole bolt 
home and to return it the next 
dcry if it was unsuitable." 

Recently we made a little 
purchase from McKibben's and 
when we left, Mr. McKibben 
said, "Live with it over the 
week end and if you don't 
want it, we'll pick it up Mon¬ 
day." 

We know that service like 
this can be multiplied by the 
number of stores in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. Although some of our store 
fronts will be modernized dur¬ 
ing the coming years and sev¬ 
eral new buildings are now un¬ 
der construction, we know that 
one thing won't change and 
that's Sierra Madre's wonder¬ 
ful spirit of sincerity. With this 
potent elixir, the 1955 prosper¬ 
ity which all of the financial 
wizards are predicting will be¬ 
long to Sierra Madre, too!

The most picturesque and in¬ 
teresting part of Athens is on please 
the narrow, twisted back streets 
just below the Acropolis. Here 
you find tiny shops, vegetable 
vendors, bakeries, no side¬ 
walks, cobblestone roads over¬ 
laid with dirt, an occasional 
tree, steps going up and steps 
going down, old, old houses, 
umbrella menders, tinkers, gar¬ 
lic peddlers draped from head 
to foot in their wares and sel¬ 
lers of sponges wearing their 
stock, but a little less aromati¬ 
cally. 

From these back streets 
come the small, under-nourish¬ 
ed children who sell pistachio 
nuts or flowers or lottery tick¬ 
ets on Athens’ avenues until 
after midnight. Some of them 
are very young, not more than 
eight or nine years old, but 
they can make change quickly 
with their absurd one, five, ten, 
twenty and fifty thousand 
drachma bills and still keep an 
eager eye out for the next 
customer. In many countries 
where poverty is rife, the chil¬ 
dren are taught and encouraged 
to beg. In Greece they are 
taught to work. 

A boy of twelve delivered ice 
daily to our house before our 
refrigerator arrived. A little 
girl of nine relieved her mother 
in the kiosk they operated in 
a nearby village. Small boys 
and girls both dug greens for 
food, working for hours to fill 
large gunny sacks with nutri¬ 
tious weeds. They do heavy 
work, too, hauling big cans of 
milk to the stores on their bi¬ 
cycles, pedaling when they can 
and pushing by hand on the 
steeper grades. They haul to 
market wood and faggots and 
the branches of blossoming 
trees. And always, even though 
I felt sorry that they had to 
work so hard so young, I re¬ 
garded them with the greatest 
admiration and wondered what 
my own nine and seven-year- 
old would do in such a situ¬ 
ation. What, indeed, almost 
any American youngster would 
do. 

Most of their education seems 
to be directed to play, to mak¬ 
ing things easy. It seems to en¬ 
courage unbridled freedom and 
the false notion that one need 
only demand in order to get, 
while the sounder principle of 
earning and deserving gathers 
dust among the mothballs. 

Somewhere, I began to feel, 
we’ve missed the real point. 

We’ve swung from the old beat- 
it-into-him method of educa¬ 
tion to the modern play-him- 
into-it, and in the process we’ve 
tended to overloook the fun¬ 
damental, wonderful fact that 
it’s fun to work, to overcome, 
and to succeed against an 
overwhelming challenge; that 
it’s fun and satisfying and 
strengthening. Leisure and play 
are no good unless you’ve 
earned them. Life tastes flat 
when it's all of a piece, either 
work or play. And this may 
well explain the excessive bore¬ 
dom of many of our modern 
American children. 

Perhaps my little Greek 
friends are too far at one end 
of the scale, while we are too 
far at the other. But, if I had 
my eye on the building of a 
strong, vigorous nation, I’d be 
strongly tempted to choose 
their side. Yet surely a choice 
should include more than these. 

There must be a middle ground 
that would mark the line be¬ 
tween over-indulgence with 
its weaknesses and overwork 
with its premature exhaustion. 

But, if there is, America is as 
far from it as Greece and per¬ 
haps, because of its interna¬ 
tional position, more danger¬ 
ously so.

VACATION TRIPS 
BY AUTOMOBILE 

Eighty three per cent of Ameri¬ 
cans make their vacation trips 
by automobile, according to the 
National Automobile club. 


Two weeks ago this column 
reported the reaction of two 
legislators to our suggestion 
about the need for laws to plug 
holes in our election laws 
which contribute to the delin¬ 
quency of some persons elected 
—even to the extent that grand 
juries in Orange and San Diego 
Counties have to indict some 
of them, and also to our sug¬ 
gestion that Congressmen 
shouldn’t raise their own sal¬ 
aries until after they do some¬ 
thing decent for the Forest 
Service boys and the National 
Parks Service boys . . . Since 
then Congressman Chet Holi- 
field has written me that our 
election laws are full of loop¬ 
holes and need a great deal of 
improving. And Congressman 
Edgar Hiestand has written 
that after touring Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest with Bill Men¬ 
denhall and several of his aides 
he had come to great admira¬ 
tion of the loyalty, conscien¬ 
tiousness and ability of Forest 
Service employees. He encloses 
a letter from E. L. Peterson, 
Assistant Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture, showing that Mr. Hiestand 
had asked for information on 
all the points made in this col¬ 
umn. Peterson’s letter says that 
the allotment for protection 
from forest fires was reduced 
approximately $100,000 in 1954 
but the appropriation for the 
fiscal year 1955 provides about 
$159,000 more for fire protection 
in the Angeles and Santa Ynes 
watersheds. Peterson says sal¬ 
aries depend on classification, 
that my article was correct as 
to the pay of fire suppressors 
but men in higher classifica¬ 
tions got more. My article 
stated that men in fire suppres¬ 
sion crews started at $214 a 
month, or take-home pay of 
less than $200, and all they had 
to do for that was risk their 
lives.

I’m delighted that our little 
comments have aroused so 
much interest and favorable 
comment, but would be happier 
if our state and national legis¬ 
lators would be more definite 
in what they plan to do about 
those evils. Last week Con¬ 
gress took up recommendations 
that it raise the pay of other 
underpaid Federal employes 5 
per cent and its own salaries 
100 per cent. To repeat, Con¬ 
gressmen already receive more 
than $1000 a month, plus cer¬ 
tain perquisites, and the raise 
would give them more than 
$2000 a month. Some of the 
other underpaid Federal em¬ 
ployes have to support families 
on little more than one-tenth 
that amount.

The first-night audience at 
the Pasadena Playhouse greet¬ 
ed with laughter, chuckles, and 
applause “My Three Angels,” 
amusing farce-comedy by the 
Spewacks, adapted from the 
French play “La Cuisine des 
Anges.” Treating of certain fi¬ 
nancial and love problems of 
the family Ducotel in Cayenne, 
French Guiana, the method is 
typical French logic and wit, 
rationalized by three time-serv¬ 
ing criminals of the neighbor¬ 
ing penal colony. By chance 
they become the three “angels” 
of the title. 

Ed Kemmer plays Alfred, the 
youngest, who is serving time 
for killing his exasperating 
step-father, is now repentant, 
and a tender aid in solving the 
love sorrows of young Marie 
Ducotel, sympathetically play¬ 
ed by Jean Jory. The second 
“angel”, who had strangled his 
unfaithful wife, proves tend¬ 
erly helpful to both mother and 
daughter Ducotel in their at¬ 
tempts to understand husband 
and jilting suitor, respectively. 
It is Joseph, the embezzler, 
however, played with great rel¬ 
ish by Thomas Henry, who 
halts the ruin of the Ducotel 
menage and business by his

Sierra Madre is one of the 
few remaining volunteer fire 
departments in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and we are fortunate to 
retain the services of the caliber 
of men who are in the depart¬ 
ment. Occupied with their own 
businesses and liveliloods they 
are still available at all hours 
and permitted by their employ¬ 
ers to leave their duties to fight 
fires. 

Only those who are interested 
and suitable to such conditions 
are chosen as members. Se¬ 
lected and elected into the fire 
department, a man is screened 
by the members, who eventu- 
lly decide his membership. The 
City Council must approve and 


as yet has never made an ob¬ 
jection to the choice of mem¬ 
bers. 

We may not always agree on 
matters of importance as we 
meet for business. Majority 
rules and from then on, the rul¬ 
ing abides. Some were in¬ 
clined to believe that “Old 
Snort” would fill the roll for 
20 more years. Others express¬ 
ed themselves by noting that 
everything has a full life and 
when the time comes will be 
unable to answer the call. Fire 
equipment is very expensive. 
Who knows when the best will 
be needed? It is possible that 
we may continue for the com¬ 
ing years to go along without a 
major fire and tomorrow may 
be the day. When it comes— 
we should have the best of 
equipment. After all, it is bet¬ 
ter to have the expensive 
equipment unused than to have 
fires and wear it out. We can¬ 
not complain about the cost 
of the fire department. The 
amount is hardly more than 


the salary of one good fireman. 

The firemen and their wives 
continue to enjoy the social- 
ability that close relationship 
promotes. Making the depart¬ 
ment a good social club has 
much to do with the great suc¬ 
cess we have had in holding 
good men in the service. Fines 
collected at the meetings pro- 
vied funds for an occasional 
“blow-out” and the men are 
permitted by the wives to have 
an annual “stag.” (This is pro¬ 
viding once a year the wives 
are also invited to a gather¬ 
ing.)

INFLATION CONTROL 

Good news to the housewife 
and keeper of the family bud¬ 
get! The final 1954 index tabu¬ 
lations are carrying the reports 
that the consumer price index 
is down from 115 of a year ago 
to 114.6. The average for the 
year is down slightly for the 
first time since 1948! 

The grocery basket, the 
housewife’s all-important item, 
costs 3.2% less to fill than it 
did in 1952. Shelter, of top pri¬ 
ority to everyone, has practi¬ 
cally leveled off. 

What does this mean? It 
means that inflation, the most 
insidous and disastrous form 
of invisible taxation, has been 
checked, at least for the pres¬ 
ent. 

As I see it, this is not only 
the direct result of this na¬ 
tion’s great productivity under 


looks as if the cash budget for 
’55 will come pretty close al¬ 
though the book budget will 
reflect large transfers of funds. 

A few million saved here and 
a few million saved there 
doen’t sound like much in com¬ 
parison to the billions, but 
some of the measures adopted 
in 1953 and 1954 are now show¬ 
ing excellent effects—just plain 
good management. For in¬ 
stance, the General Services 
Administration, property custo¬ 
dian for the Government, and 
world’s largest purchaser, de¬ 
creased from 54 to 8 the styles 
of desks used in Government 
offices. Styles in bent wood 
chairs were cut from 25 to 1. 
Mimeograph paper was cut 
from 155 types to 17. And so it 
goes—buildings and trucks to 
paper towels and paper clips. 

You are still paying tremen¬ 
dous sums for Defense equip- 


prosperity was stressed in the 
hearings of the Joint Economic 
Committee by several wit¬ 
nesses. Of course, the change¬ 
over is not complete and won’t 
be for years. But the present 
business recovery is vigorous. 
Retail sales are up and un¬ 
doubtedly will be far better in 
1955. 

People are earning a record 
amount of money, and their in¬ 
comes are moving higher. Un¬ 
employment, as we promised, 
is down. There will be an in¬ 
creased demand for everything 
from infants’ wear to that other 
new growth industry, air-con¬ 
ditioning.

In the fourth place, 
to succeed one must have cour¬ 
age. Men who are afraid to 
stand for the things they know 
to be right and true will never 
succeed. 

Finally, David succeeded in 
saving Israel because he be¬ 
lieved in God. He did not place 
all his trust in his own skill 
but placed his trust in his God. 
Those who live without God 
and trust solely in themselves 
cannot hope to succeed. Our 
great president reminds us con¬ 
stantly that "this nation is un¬ 
der God”. A Godless people will 
ultimately revert to the ethics 
of the jungle. Only the strong 
will survive. Jesus came to 
teach us that God is our Father 
and that he cares for little 
children, the weak and the 
aged and that the least is pre¬ 
cious in his sight. There is a 
law higher than those made 
by men. It is the law of God. 
“Blessed is the nation whose 
God is the Lord”.
